So says Gov. Philipp. 
But only a few weeks ago President Wilson went before 


Congress and said that the law of supply and demand had ceased 
to operate in this country. 


If that is true just how is increased production going to af- 


fect the situation when we leave the power to control and fix 
prices on the things produced in the hands of a few unconsciou- 
able profiteers? 


Why, if production wffl lower prices, have we had such inde- 


fensible prices on eggs, butter, hides, and many other necessities 
with which the store houses are bulging? Figures show that 
on many commodities there was a larger store in this country in 
July, 1919 than in July, 1918 and yet the prices in July, 1919 
had greatly increased.
